After the end of W.W.I., the stamps of 
Bosnia and Hercegovina were demonitized and 
stocks of the 1906 issue were found in the 
vaults of the post office at Sarajevo. 
These stamps were defaced with punches. To 
the various officialsof the new government, 
these punched sheets were distributed as 


mementos.
